HELPING THE BLIND

NEW and gainful occupation recently has been opened to 


the u;ir blind thru the philanthropic endeavors and obser- 


vations of Dr. Schuyier Skaats Wheeler, 
president 
of a large 


electric plant at Ampere, N. J., says the Davton News. 
Walking 


one day thru his plant. Dr. Wheeler noticed that many of the 
girls engaged in winding wire coils, could do (heir work skillful- 
ly and easily and carry on social conversations at the same 
lime, lu other words, it was not necessary to see the work being 
done in order to have it done properly. 


There flashed thru Dr. Wheeler's vision at that moment, 


that, herein lay a vast opportunity to take care of the soldiers 
blinded by the war. 
He has set to work to demonstrate his 


abiding faith in the practicability of this process. Apprentices 
who were blind were given instructions in the work at 15 cents 
an hour. Upon completion of their period of training they went 
into actual labor with such success that many of them now 
make $4 a day. 


More startling, if possible, than the coil winding work to 


which young men have been engaged, has been the larger 
fields of profitable endeavor to which the hand of the sightless 
ox-soldier has been directed. Not only more than 30 different 
coils are being wound by these blind experts but notching ma- 
chines, stamping devices, typing and stenographic work 
has 


been taught. More than 2000 jobs either have been filled or are 
in sight, for those able to fill them. 


Thus progress evolves from so simple an observation as 


Dr. Wheeler chanced to make on his way thru his own great in- 
dusry. Doubtless where he has pointed (he way other indus- 
trial leaders will follow. Close application to the needs and re- 
quirements of many plants will disclose a host of positions that 
find interesting and profitable. The world is in a state of pro- 
gression. Its human instincts, after all, override its baser pas- 
sions. The unfortunate who came out of the struggle in Eu- 
rope will not find themselves deserted 
in their affliction, 
but 


greatness of heart and broadness of visions, will carry these 
fragments of humanity into a safe and softening haven where 
they may work and be paid generously for their work. 
The 


movement to lift men thus stricken away from the unsavory 
position of charily bespeaks the sign of better things for the 
nation.
